Huerta wore voiced this nioniiiiu; hy a jn-r>i»n who i.s 
close to the provisional president. The president is de- 
termined to reject all the demands set forth in the la- 
test American communication and is resolved to seat 
the congress just elected. 


If congress, however, declares the recent presiden- 


tial election null and make> arrangements for another 
election. General Iluerta would be disposed t<» abide by 
this decision and submit to the people's choice of a man 
,\vho would occupy the presidency until the autumn of 
1916.

Huerta would make a formal reply 
to the communication made to him 
by tho United States. The nature of 
the memorandum is said to call for 
no other reply than compliance. How 
long Washington expects to wait for 
this compliance after failing to re- 
ceive a veibal rejoinder is a question 
which is greatly interesting the few 
here who are convinced of the pas- 
sage of tbe communication from the i 
United States government to the pro- 
visional president.

The question of what to have for refreshments la 


one that puzzles many a woman planning an evening 
party. 
Every woman wants to make a hit with her re- 


freshments, to serve something that will be appetizing, 
substantial, attractive and withal a surprise if possible; 
that ia, most hostesses like to produce at least, one dish 
that will be a delectable and delightful novelty. To plan 
such a menu often taxes a woman's ingenuity to th« 
utmost. 


Eepecially does It become an art, if the matter of 


coat haa to be carefully considered. 
If one can plan regardless of expense, 


or turn th« whole thing over to & caterer, the problem is much simplified. 
But few of us can. do this. 
And most of u> must consider the cost very 


carefully. 
So the matter ot the menu becomes one that requires thought- 


ful consideration.

The character of the entertainment to some extent rules the nature of

New Jury I>aw.

So far this year tbere has been no 
! occasion for enforcement of the new

The reason is that 
the .aw applies to cases filed after 
May 13 of this year. 


The new law provides that all ex- 


cept criminal cases shall be tried to 
a jury of twelve men, eight of whom 
may render a \erdict and that all 
of the jurors must sign the verdict 
which is returned to the judge on t~e 
bench whei: the ease is tried.
